Inspector Hodges 
says that wherever the withertip and 
the brown rot are found, the ground 
is also filled with this fungus-forma- 
tion, and that root-rot is caused, al- 
though he does not say that this is 
the only cause of root-rot

BACTERIA IN SOILS 


An Interesting Study That is Coming 


To be Recognized More Fully In 


Citrus Culture. 


A remark made by Horticultural In- 


spector James Hodges recently, con- 
cerning a new work in argricultural 
literature, dealing with bacteria in the 
soils, has brought forth the follow- 
ing article, contributed by Porf. C. ,T 
Flatt of Covina. 
The book come; 


from a government experiment sta 
tion in New Jersey, and is by Jacob G 
Lipman. 


Prof. Platt says: "Inspector Hodges 


remarked that Columbus' discoveries 
ojvened a new world, so, recent dis 
eoveries in agricultural have present 
ed a new world to our view for examin 
fition; a world of animal life, of in- 
sects so small that the human eye is 
incapable to see them without the aid 
of the microscope and every increase 
of its lens increases the quantity ol 
these animal-cules. As the stetescope 
when turned on the stars increases 
their numbers as its power increases 
and never finds an end or limit to 
their quantity, so the compound micro- 
scope finds no limit to the littleness, 
nor to the quantity of these animal- 
cules. 
They are found in the air we 


breathe, the water we drink, the food 
we eat, the due* of the streets, all 
soils, rivers and shores of the oceans- 
they multiply around the roots of all 
vegetation. It is probable that without 
them vegetation would not grow. This 
new division of the animal world is 
called the bacteria. There are many 
grades of fermentation, and also many 
grades of bacteria and they are so 
closely related that it has been a ques- 
tion whether bacteria produces fermen 
tation or the contrary; that fermen- 
tation originates the bacteria. 
Prob- 


ably neither produces the other, how- 
ever favorable conditions may be to 
each other's growth. Little is known 
m regard to the food of bacteria, but 
in some cases one grade is destroyed 
by another grade which eats their 
bodies. It is shown that bacterial in- 
sects have the power of building up 
from the simple elements compound 
substances that are necessary to the 
growth of all kinds of fruits and 
pains; that is, they cause nitrogen ann 
nydrogen to unite into ammonia and 
then they change the ammonia into 
i\ nitrite and then change the nitrite 
to la nitrate, which is a condition of 
elements that the little rootlets can 
absorb, and send up to the leaves to 
be made into woody fibre and fruits 
1 his is only one illustration out of a 
thousand that might be given. 


The whole subject of the fertiliza- 


tion of the soil is undergoing a change 
H is no longer a chemical subject to 
be displayed on a chart of the per- 
centages of carbon, nitrogen, oxygen 
nydrogen, phosphorous, etc., which 
enter into the composition of a good 
soil or a perfect fertilizer. 
The very 


language in 
describing fertility of 


land is changing; the question will lie 
what kind of bacteria is in the soil 
and how many of them.

Pomona Celebrates 


On Independence Day 


Pomona is going to make the eagle 


scream itself hoarse on the Fourth of 
July, and it looks as. if Covina would 
join the sister city in the celebration. 
Great preparations are going on in the 
town further up the valley, and a 
committee of earnest boosters who 
came to Covina, told of the racing, 
the baseball games, the daylight fire- 
works, dare-devil devices, and a myr- 
iad other things. 


The special committee which came 


to Covina was made up of Major W. 
W. Midgley, Mark Potter, Charles 
Carette and E. L. De Arman, all Po- 
mona boosters of renown. 


The parade committee has offered 


something good for the outside towns, 
in order that the towns would not feel 
like "outside towns," as one of the 
members of the committee expressed 
it. There will be a decorated automo- 
bile parade, in which $175 will be giv- 
en to any automobile owner who wins 
first prize, and this does not have any- 
thing to do with Pomona automobiles. 
There is a prize of $100 for the best 
"merchants' 
and 
manufacturers' " 


float outside of Pomona, which means 
that Govina has a good chance of 
bringing home the hundred, as some 
of the Covina firms are already at 
work on magnificent floats. The com- 
mittee makes the statement that any 
outside merchant or auto driver can 
have space reserved in a 
Pomona 


building, where the float or automo- 


can be decorated, in order to 


avoid bringing the decorations over a 
dusty roadway. Besides the one hun- 
dred offered for floats, there ave prizes 
of $50, $35, and $15. There are three 
prizes of $25, $15, and $10 offered to 
secret societies for the most unique 
and beautiful display in the parade. 
This is also a special chance for out- 
side towns. 


After the big parade in the morning 


the crowd will go to Ganesha park, 
where every accommodation has been 
made for picnicking and camp lunch- 
eons. An augmented brass band, the 
best to be obtained in the valley, will 
give practically a continuous concert 
and it will be at the park that the 
fireworks of the evening will be dis- 
played. Ther will be a grand display 
of daylight fireworks during the par- 
ade in the morning. 


It is not possible to mention all the 


attractions of the day. There will be 
racing at the Lordsburg track, and 
other features. Covina people are ask- 
ed to communicate by telephone or by 
letter immediately with Secretary Will 
Hamlin, who has charge of entering 
the contestants for the various events.

Puncture of Pin 


Starts Burglar Alarm 


If you stick the point of 
a 
pin 


through the tin-foil that serves as a 
lining to the new vault at the First 
National bank, the burglar alarm will 
sound outside the door. And the alarm 
will ring until the watchman comes, 
after which it will continue to ring 
until the bank is entered by the po- 
lice, and keep on ringing until the 
cashier, who has the combination, ar- 
rives and shuts off the racket. 


The intricate device was put in this 


week by Superintendent F. C. Mason 
of the Safe, Vault & Protection Com- 
pany of Los Angeles, the installing 
engineer being Fred DeVine, of the 
same company. 
It is a pneumatic, 


electric burglar alarm. The eighteen 
inch gong is placed high above the 
entrance at the corner of College and 
Citrus avenue. It. is a pneumatic gong | 
as well as electric, because the same | 
conduits that cover 
and 
carry 
the 
i 


wires of the electric current, are also 
under static pressure, so that a punc- 
ture of one of these wire conduits 
will release the air, and the gong will 
sound. 
It is therefore no use what- 


ever to try to cut the wires and dis- 
connect the bell with the system, as 
the moment this is done, the release 
of the air will do the same trick, and 
the neighborhood will be aroused. 


The bell is protected and encased in 


an electric steel lining, oi the same j 
material that is used in the safes and | 
vaults. 
In the bank, and connected ,; 


by this electric and pneumatic system, i 
are the two new steel vaults, that are j 
simply steel shells for the enclosure 
of the great, steel safes. 
The money i 


safe is encased in a single vault of 
steel, and the lire-proof safe of man- 
ganese steel has a separate compart- 
ment. These vaults are lined with a j 
series of thin paper and -also tin-foil. 
Around the edges of each floor are 
placed the little pegs that make the 
electric connections, and it is impoasi- 
ble to stir the door without setting off 
the alarm. 


The vault is not locked. The safes, 


of course, on the inside are sealed as 
usual, but the vaults are simply closed. I 
Any 
attempt to open the 
vault iin- i 


mediately sets (iff the alarm. 
It will i 


ring until someone who knows the 
combination reaches it and strikes a 
few 
little 
keys 
in ilie 
time-setter. , 


Anyone who did not know the rombin- ! 
ation would be as helpless as if try- 
ing to open a safe without the combin- 
ation. 


The alarm is set electrically and me- 


chanically by a Howard time-move- 
ment. The alarm may be set to work 
for any number of hours. 


Superintendent Mason said yester- 


day that there had never been a case 
where the burglar could get any fur- 
ther than the opening of the outside 
vault. 
As soon as a professional 


cracksman turned the handle of the 
vault, the alarm would be going full 
where the neighborhood was aroused, 
force. 
Many cases had happened 


and it was found that the bank had 
been entered and the vault opened, but 
the persistent ringing of the bell had 
caused the burglar to flee. It is im- 
possible for them to work while the 
bell is ringing, even if it did not arouse 
the neighborhood. There is something 
about the bell that arouses a man's 
conscience, the superintendent says. 


The bell might be detached from the 


outside wall and set in the middle of 
the street, and it would continue to 
ring, says Superintendent Mason, as 
it is fitted with individual batteries 
that have nothing to do with the con- 
duit. The superintendent demonstrat- 
ed the delicate nature of the whole 
system by pressing the point of a pin 
through the tin-foil lining of the valut. 
Suc.h a little thing as a pin makes the 
connection for the electric current, 
and the alarm is immediately heard. 


These alarms are now installed in a 


number of large cities in California 
It is used in the H. \V. Hellman vaults 
in Los Angeles, and there are many 
small 
vaults throughout the state 


where they are being used. 
There 


has been one recently installed at the 
National bank of Puente. The makers 
of the device founded the business in 
Los Angeles and it is distinctly a Cali- 
fornia product. 
The alarm may be 


heard in Covina throughout the day 
nt intervals for the next few days, as 
n will be then under demonstration to 
visitors, but 
the 
ringing of it 
will 


he a f t e r w a r d s discontinued, and if it 
is heard in th< ; night, it will be the 
signal tor a burglar hunt.
